The Federation’s third

The new restrictions replace 
the unofficial ban that has been 
in force since last ycar follow- 
ing the outbreak. of African 
horse sickness tn. the Middic 
East, Africa, India, 
and ‘Mediterranean countries. 

But the new restrictions, which 
have oa one of the conditlons 
that the horse must be shipped 
via the Cape of Good Hope only 
during the South African winter 
months—May. to September, 
have been described by turf club 
officials os a “virtual ban on 
European horses for another 
year.” 


Monopoly 


One official sald: “This means 
that Malayan racing 13 loving th 
services of first class thorough- 
breds, 

“A monopoly for Australlao 
and New Zealand Is being 
created which will eventually 
affect the quality of racing 
here.” 

Among the other, stringent 
restrictions are that the ship 
bringing the horses from Eng- 
lond must_call only at the 
Cape and Colembo before rench- 
ing Malayan porls.
